statement of'paid circulation. 


The press of the country has long 


been flooded with a lot of fake adver- 
tising, which appears as news mat- 
ter, thus making the publisher re- 
sponsible for its truthfulness. Cana- 
dian land schemes have been exploit- 
ed, in this way and many American 
farmers have thus been induced to 
become British subjects. 


The government claims that the 


postofflce department carries second 
class mail matter at a loss and thus 
contributes to a scheme which de- 
populates the country.. The law is 
good in every way, and will be wel- 
comed by all publishers who havs 
nothing to conceal.

such publication shall be denied the 
privileges of the mail if it shall fail 
to comply with ,the'provisions of this 
paragraph within 'ten days after no- 
tice by registered letter of such fail- 
ure.

NEEDED TO PREVENT 


EPIDEMICS IN CITY 


City Health Officer 
Dr. M. A. Cun- 


ningham Writes of Civic Health 


Conditions In Janesville. 
• 


>lore careful attention and- obedi- 


ence to common rules and n'equive- 
ments of sanitation and cleanliness 
is advocated l>y City Health Officer 
Cr. M. A. Cunningham in the contri- 
bution 
published-1 below. He 
also 
states wliat< precautions 
should be 


taken to prevent tlie spread oE infan- 
tile paralysis, of which there are now 
three cases in the city. Dr. Cunning- 
ham's statement which was issued to- 
day, 
follows: 
"Every day I am asked about the 


health of the 
city—and 
therefore 


think that most people would be in- 
terested to know that at the present 
time, there is but one contagious case 
—that being Anterior Poliomyelitis— 
(Infantile Paralysis) in the city, and 
as near as 1 can learn there is but 
little sickness of any kind. 
I have 


been asked time and again what the 
take care of- the whole .city, as 
it 


was so successtuly conducted the first 
days of May by the ward managers 
and their assistants, has'had to do 
with present health condition. 


Garbage a Breeder. 


"It is needless to say that 
it has 


had much to do with present condi- 
tions, and I venture to state if 
we 


could at this time induce the citizens 
of Janesville to clean up the garbage 
and rubbish that iis piled in the back- 
yards, that the amount of 
sickness 


which will be sure .to be with us in 
the near future, would he diminished 
by more than half. I have 
ordered 


many places cleaned up but it is im- 
possible for me without assistance .to 
taek care of the whole 
city as it 


should be. I therefore, request .each 
family to clean up and not subject 
yourselves and your. . neighbors 
to 


those unsanitary conditions which are 
so' productive of disease. 
"It .looks as it many carry the idea 
that to clean up in the spring is suffi- 
cient for the entire year. Many have 
grown negligent and unless in some 
way we can. arouse in them the neces- 
sity for cleanliness, our city,, as I said 
before, will ere long experience its 
epidemics of sickness the result 
ot 


which will mean a home without 
a 


brother or sister, 
a father or 


mother. • 
"It ought not be necessary to arrest 


and-line people for violating the city 
ordinance regarding the proper dis- 
posal of garbage, etc., and yet a few 
fines have been paid .for this offense 
and there will be others unless the 
ordinance is more strictly adhered to. 


Report Disease Promptly. 


"Another instance in which arrests 


have been made and fines paid is for 
not reporting within 24 hours, con- 
tagious diseases. 
It o»ems almost in- 


credible that any father 
or mother 
would knowingly'harbor within their 
homes a case of contagion thus sub- 
jecting the whole family as well as 
the neighbors to the much, dreaded 
disease.

"Last spring on account 
ot such 


cases some of our schools came near 
being closed. No physician was. called 
and--the..4Ji5easE_WAS..Com.mpjnjcated tp 
several children. -' For the benefit 01 
thoe parents or guardians, who do not 
see fit to call a physician the law re- 
quires 'you to report, the following 
diseases to the health officer within 
twenty-four hours from the beginning 
of the disease or be subject to a fine 
of from $5 to $25 or each day you 
neglect to do so:

BIG LAND PURCHASE 


IS MADE BY STATE 


Tract in Oneida and 
Vilas 
Counties 


Amounting Nearly to Two 


Townships Become State 


Property.

Madison, Wis., Sept. 10.—The state 


added 20,000 acres to its forestry re- 
serve today by the purchase of land 
in Oneida and Vilas counties owned 
by the Land, Log and Lumber Co., of 
Milwaukee. The document of sale is 
signed by Edward Bradley oE Milwau- 
kee, and B. F. Wilson of Wausau, sec- 
retary. These lands were cut 
over 


nearly twenty years ago, and the state 
has been negotiating for the purchase 
of these tracts, including nearly two 
townships for over a year past. The 
other large sale this year will be con- 
cluded in a few days, when the H. W. 
Wright Lumber Co., of Merrill, 
will 


transfer 16,000 acres o£ cut-over land 
in Vilas county to the state. 
The 


lands of the Land, Log & Lumber Co., 
wrere purchased for $4.50 an acre. 


Aside from these two large 
pur- 


chases the forestry reserve has been 
increased this year by 500 acres of 
land iii the form of 350 small islands 
in inland waters in the northern one- 
third part of the state. These lands 
were donated by Congress as the re-: 
suit of a bill introduced by Congress- 
man E. A.-Morse in the House and" 
pushed through' the senate by Senator 
Robert M. La Follette. 
The forestry 


reserve ' is now composed of 
about. 


400,000 acres of land, 
not including 


the-lands held by the state for sale 
to be used for agricultural purposes, 


At the present time the state owns 


from 80,000 to 90,000 acres of agricul- 
tural land scattered over 
northern 


Wisconsin. 
These lands 
have been 


appraised both as to the value of the 
land and to the amount of timber upon 
them. 
The price at which 
these 


lands sell vary according to the dis- 
trict in which they are located. 
Some 


of these lands sell as low as $3.00 an 
acre and the highest price that has 
been received by the State is $35 an 
acre. State Forester 
E. M. Griffith 


says that he is receiving hundreds of 
applications from people who desire 
to locate, summer homes upon ' the 
lakes within the 
forestry 
reserve. 


Conditions in the 
reserve are very 


favorable at the- present time but he 
declares that if this weather

HEREDITY—EUGENICS. 


I wish to discuss, briefly, Heredity 


and Eugenics. I will 
probably 
say 


enough.to get the readers to think- 
ing. 


Every one who has given the mat- 


ter any thought at all, knows 
that 


certain characteristics which are pe- 
culiar to a given family, are 
trans- 


mitted from, one generation to an- 
other. For instance: the tendency to 
consumption, insanity, honesty 
and 


morality, and their opposities; pecu- 
liarities of build and 
features, 
as 


'shape of nose color of eyes and .hair; 
impediment in speech; etc. These are 
known as family traits. 
The trans- 


mission 
of 
these 
peculiarities 
or 


traits is 'one argument agaainst Con- 
sanguineous marriage. 


Environment must foe taken into 


consideration 
with 
heredity. 
The 


characters of any living thing are de- 
termined 
by two 
factors—heredity 


and environment. 
Education must be 


included under environment, and used 
in this sense; "As a.provision of an 
environment, 
capable 
of 
creating 


nothing, but merely causing the. ex- 
pression or repression 
cf potential 


character inherent in the individual." 


The more we study education the 


more important does heredity appear. 
Education can 
educate only 
what 


heredity gives. 
Education-'does not 


add anything 
to what heredity has 


given, hut it developes the inherent 
potential powers—multiplies the pos- 
sibilities of the individual. The point 
is then, that heredity is a more im- 
portant factor in the life of the indi/- 
,-vidual than is education. 


This leads us to Eugenics: which is 


the science of the improvement of the 
human race by better breeding, -or as 
the late Sir Frances Galton expressed 
it: "The science which deals with all 
influences that improve the unborn 
qualities of a race." To. make it more 
gpecific I will-say, of a family. Man

is an organism—an animal; and the 
laws of improvement of corn, hogs, 
cattle, and race horses hold true o£ 
him also. Eugenics has references to 
offspring. 
The snccess of a- marriage 


from the standpoint 
oi! eugenics is 


measured by the number of disease re- 
sistant cultivable offspring that comes 
trom it. 


Here is a point that should be 


brought out; Spencer's law teaches 
that in the development o! higher— 
that is to 'saj', more specialized, or in- 
dividualized—organic types, nature is 
working toward the elimination of the 
brutal element in the struggle for ex- 
istence 
Spencer's discovery teaches 


also that individuality compensates a 
species for loss of high, fertility. Here 
is a permanent and ireradicable diffi- 
culty which 
is inherent in .natural 


necessity viz: the 
difficulty tliat, in 


consequence of operation of this law, 
those very classes or members of so- 
ciety whose parenthood 
is most de- 


sired, must be in general, the least 
fertile. 


The difficulty shows itself in 
the 


male sex, but 
it shows 
itself still 


more conspiciously in .the female sex, 
where the propagation of the individ- 
ual energy devoted to the race, as 
compared to that devoted to individu- 
latfon, is necessarily for the higher, 
and must so remain if the race is to 
persist. 


The 'general 
program of the race 


culturist, or eugenist 
is to improve 


the race by inducing young people to 
mal-ce a more reasonable selection of 
marriage mates;, to fall in love intelli- 
gently. 
It trusts to that good sense 


with which the majority of people are 
possessed and believes that in the life 
of such there conies a time.when they 
realize that they 'are drifting toward 
marriage and will stop to consider if 
the. contemplated union will result in 
healthful, mentally well endowed: off- 
spring.
